The simplest way to do this is to cut short 
lertgths of yam for each motif or block of 
cokxjr used in a row. Then jolnirtg in the 
vortous colouts at the appropriate point 
on the row. link one colour to the next by 
twisting them arourto eoch other where they 
meet on the wrorrg side to avoid gaps. Al 
ertds con then either be domed along the 
colour loin lines, os each mottf is completed
